should be visible and not hidden 
behind storm doors,

other objects. 


“ Not Doing Job” 


Another commissioner, Charles 
Worthington 
last 
night 
urged 
the board of commissioners to re­ 
vamp its house numbering com­ 
mittee. He said that six members 
of the committee, earning $100 an­ 
nually, “ apparently are not doing 
their job.” 


The 
commissioners 
have

ceived complaints from postal of- 
ficals 
regarding 
the 
m a n y 
houses without numbers. 


Levittown Postm aster John P. 
McLaughlin today said that, in 
addition to houses in Levittown, 
there are homes on Edgely Ave. 
bordering Levittown that haven’t 
even been assigned numbers. 


Postal Regulations 


McLaughlin 
pointed 
out 
that 
postal regulations require that a 
house have a number in order 
that mail be delivered to the resi­ 
dence. 


He noted that when Levitt and 
Sons built the houses in Levit­ 
town, some numbers were put on 
doors and are now hidden by out­ 
er doors. Others were placed over 
arbors and are now covered by 
various garden plants. 


He suggested that people put 
their house number over a front 
door facing the street where it 
can be plainly visible.

‘Financial GainJ Dionne Says 


CALLANDER, ONT. (UPI) - 
Oliva Dionne. 59-year old fath­ 
er of the 
Dionne 
quintuplets, 
said today his daughters had 
held their parents up to public 
ridicule for financial gain. 


“ If it wasn’t for financial gain, 
what was it for?” He asked af­ 
ter reading a (McCalls) mag­ 
azine story in which his daugh­ 
ters wrote they had a “ pain­ 
fully unhappy childhood” 
be­ 
cause of their parents. 


Dionne said the four surviv­ 
ing quints would be 30 years 
old next May “and all t h e s e 
years they suddenly hold up to 
public ridicule and dishonor. I 
really can’t understand it.” 


Dionne admitted that he and 
his wife, who recently celebrat­ 
ed their 38th wedding anniver­ 
sary, might not have been the 
best parents. 


“Undoubtedly we made o u r 
mistakes, but our conscience is 
clear,” he said. 


He said the story was “ full 
of untruths,” but 
refused to 
elaborate because he believed 
the “ home is a sacred thing and 
should not be dragged out into 
public.” 


Parents Puzzled 


The parents, who live in re­ 
tirem ent in a new home not far 
from the farm where the quints 


were born, were more puzzled 
than bitter over the latest fam ­ 
ily squabble. But one of the 
two sons who still lives with 
them, 
Victor, 
25, 
called 
the 
charges “rather sickening.” 


The 
quints, 
who 
admitted 
they were paid a considerable 
sum of money for their story, 
charged their parents “behaved 
toward each other as though 
they had been partners in some 
unspoken crime in bringing us 
into the world.”

international tension. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, in a policy speech to 
the General Assembly, also called 
for a U.S.-Russian agreement not 
to 
send 
nuclear weapons 
into 
space. 


He proposed that the 18 coun­ 
tries invited to participate in the 
current 
Geneva 
Arms talks — 
France declined the invitation— 
convene a new conference next 
year at a convenient site to be 
decided. 


He said Russia would welcome

or 
state” of the conference members 
in Moscow for such a conference. 


Hits West Germany 


In a speech reflecting the “ Mos­ 
cow spirit” which follow'ed last 
months signing of the partial nu­ 
clear test ban treaty, Gromyko 
used the polemics for which he 
is noted only to lash out at West 
Germany. 


He 
declared 
that 
Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer’s Bonn Govern­ 
ment “ inevitably” would throw a 
monkey wrench into plans for re­ 
laxation of international tension. 


What It Should Discuss 


Gromyko called “ leading states­ 
men of the highest level” to par­ 
ticipate in the new 18-national dis­ 
arm am ent conference during the 
first quarter or first half of next 
year. 


“The 
Soviet Government be­ 
lieves that this conference should 
discuss both the question of gener­ 
al and complete disarm am ent and 
separate measures to achieve the 
further alleviation of international 
tensions,” Gromyko said. “ . . . 
Such a conference could be con­ 
vened at any place convenient for 
its participants. 


“For its purpose, the Soviet 
Government would be prepared to 
receive for the purpose of such 
a conference the heads of govern­ 
ment or state of the members of 
the committee in Moscow.” 


A Soviet delegation spokesman 
amplified 
Gromyko’s 
proposal, 
saying:
